Cash in Hand, on 
Pain of Instant 


Annihilation—Terribly in Earnest— 
The Death-Dealing Consequences 


of Failure to Comply. 


NEW TCOIIK, Dec. 5,—A terrific ex- 


plosion occurred at 12:85 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon in the old Union 
Trust building, at 89, 71 and 78 Broad- 
way. It is also known as the "Ar- 
cade." 
It runs through to Trinity 


place, and is used for egress from the 
Rector-stroot Elevated railroad station. 
The noise and shock was frightful, and 
caused a panic in the entire lower part 
of the city. It was caused by a dyna- 
mite bomb oxploded in Russell Sage's 
office. Mr. Sage was badly hurt, but 
will live. The man who throw the 
bomb, and one of Mr. Sage's clerks 
were killed. Several others were killed, 
and many persons wore injured. 


The explosion was tho work of a 


fiend, whether insane or not, is yet un- 
known, who went to Russell Safe's of- 
fice with the purpose of assassinating 
him. Tho story is that at 13:15 o'clock 
a small, well-dressed man, apparently 
about 85 years old, carrying a leather 
bag, called at Russell Sage's office, on 
the second floor of 71 Broadway, and 
asked for Mr. Sage. Ho was told that 
Mr. Sage was busy and could not be 
seen. Tho ma i persisted and contin- 
ued to talk in A loud tone. Mr. Sago, 
who was in an inner office, came out to 
sue what was the matter. He asked 
the man what was wanted. The man 
said: 


"I demand a private interview with 


you." 


Mr. Sago inquired with what he could 


oblige. 


The man with the satchel replied: 


"We want," he said, slowly and dls- 
tintetly, "81,200,000. We want them 
rifrht here and now." 


Mr. Sago started back, but instantly 


recovering his presence of mind, said it 
was a great deal of money, and that he 
would havo to think about it. He knew 
that ho was dealing with, a crank, and 
was sparring for time. But subter- 
fuges were in vain with this crank. He 
hart no time to wait, and ho said so. 
"We cannot wait. I told your clerk 
our business was urgent The money 
is wanted now, In this satchel I have 
dynamite, pounds of it. Unless yon 
hand over the money, up she goes." 


Mr. Sage made one more attempt to 


temporize. He had not got tho money, 
he said; his visitor might come again. 


•\t tho word the man made an angry 


gesture and raising the sachel at arms' 
length, "You will not?" he said, "then 
hero goes." 


An explosion followed which almost 


raised the roof from the building, and 
Mr. Sage was blown clear through, tho 
doorway of his private office, and 
across the room lie landed in a bank 
of rubbish. 


Tho stranger was thrown against the 


partition aud most severely injured. 


The persons in Mr. Sago's office at 


the time of tho explosion wore: Mr. 
Sage, his brother-in-law, Col. Slocum; 
C. E. James, ol 7 Nassau street; B. F. 
Norton, of Far Roelcavvny, C. W. Os- 
born, of Brooklyn, and Mr. Menzies, 
attaches of the office; Frank Robinson, 
of liergcn 1'oiut, a messenger boy and 
the bomb thrower. All of these wero 
cither killed or more or less severely 
injured. The wounded ones wore taken 
to O'Conncll'a drug store, across tho 
way, where their injurieswereattended 
to. 


The occupants of the building rushed 


poll moll into the street, their faces 
Dale with fright. Most of them thought 
it first that tho building had tumbled 
n, and that there was to be a repeti- 
tion of the Park placo horror. 


When the explosion occurred there 


was a great rush of air from below. 
The building rocked and shook and the 
Joors seemed to rise up. Everywhere 
the walls wore cracked and big lumps 
of plaster, loosened from the ceiling, 
fell with a crash. 


The panic in the upper stories was 


something awful. People ran over and 
trampled upon each other in their mad 
laste to get down the stairways. There 
wero two elevators in operation, both , 
Hied with passengers at the time. How 
hey escaped death no one knows, for 
;he confusion was so great for half an 
lour after the occurrence tbat no de- 
;ails of the narrow escapes that many 
must havo had could be obtained. 


The scene in the wrecked office of 


Russel Sage after the explosion was 
one of ruin and chaos. The large main 
office has a smaller office on each side. 
Tho explosion apparently occurred In 
the main office, and expended its force 
westward toward the larger of the 
smaller offices, and through it to the 
offices of the elevated railway. In Mr. 
Sage's main office the furniture was 
overturned and broken. The walls and 
ceilings were bared of plaster in great 
patches; the little closet built under 
the wash basin was wrecked; broken 
Ink bottles and other office implements 
were scattered about, and valuable 
papers were strewn over the floor. 
The safe lay in tho midst of the sag- 
ging floor, agape with documents cn- 
closed'in stout manilla envelopes, 


Tliis office communicates immediately 


with the hallway of the building. The 
door has over it a brick arch which, 
before tho explosion, was concealed by 
plaster. The explosion knocked off the 
plaster ou both the inside and outside 
of the door, and detached port of the 
brick arch from the wall above. Tho 
floor, just ID the middle of tho main of- 
fice, has sagged at least six inches be- 
low tho proper level. 


Tho office to the oast, a small one, 


was not so seriously wrecked. The 
plaster near the ceiling was knocked 
off, and all the furniture was covered 
with piaster. The office to the west 


was nearly as badly wrecked as thi 
main office. 
AH the windows here, a: 


well as in the other two offices, wer< 
broken, and the walls were in a largj 
part bared of plaster. 


In the offices of the Manhattan Rail 


way Co. on the same floor with Mr 
Sage's office, but farther in the rea 
toward Trinity place, the shock of the 
explosion was about as severe as in the 
front. 
Window Danes were blown out, 


walls and ceilings were cracked an< 
everything thrown into confusion. 


In the Manhattan directors' room 


which is in about the center of the 
building, George Gould and severa 
other members of the board are said to 
have been holding an executive meet 
ing. 
They were terribly frightened by 


the noise, but none of them wero hurt 


Across the hallway is an unoccupie( 


room full of books. It looks out over 
tho well under the skylight. All its 
windows were broken and a part of the 
furniture was overturned while the 
floor WPS strewn with books and othet 
debris. Just to the cast of the sky- 
light well, and across the hall from 
Mr. Sage's offices are tho offices of 
Roussell & Hides, agents of the Con- 
solidated Coitl Co. of Maryland. 
The 


windows here were broken and the 
furniture tossed about. 


Just to the south of those offices are 


tho offices of J. F. Do Navarro. The 
office door is at least twenty-five feet 
from Mr. Sage's office. Nevertheless 
the windows were all broken, and 
everybody in tho 
plncp was badly 


shaken. Do Navarro was cut in one 
hand by flying glass. The second door 
hallway, leading to Mr Sage's office, 
was badly shattered; the floor was cov- 
ered with debris. 


In this hallway, just outside the doo- 


leading to Sago's main office, was found 
the shockingly-mangled body of a man. 
The trunk and legs wero in a state 
that would have made recognition im- 
possible, but the head, which the police 
report as having been severed from the 
body, showed few marks of the explo- 
sion. As the trunk and legs lay in a 
act of rope brought by the firemen. 
they 
looked 
liko 
a 
bundle of 


ragged 
old clothes, and were ab- 


solutely without human semblance. 
The 
.man 
wore 
a 
pointed 


reddish beard. The facu looked liko 
that of a man of education 
The po- 


lice from time to time brought little 
blots of blood from the office and laid 
them carefully with tho body. There 
was blood on the wall close to tho 
door, through which tho man had ap- 
parently been 
blown, The remains 


have been recognized as those of tho 
dynamiter. 


Russell Sage, after the explosion, 


groped his way out of the passage. 
His face and hands were dripping with 
blood. lie was almost unconscious. 
Two men carried him clown stairs and 
across Broadway to a drug store. A 
few minutes later Mr. Slocum, his 
brother-in-law, came rushing down 
stairs. His hands were blooding and 
there ;Tf as a gash on one side of his 
head. 
ITo was also-carried to the drug 


store. 


Mr. Rage's clerks, with ringing ears 


and bleeding faces deafened, blind and 
weak, with dust and blood, staggered 
out into the hall and fell, rather than 
walked ctoun tho stalls 
They were 


cared for at the drug store, as were 
others who were injuracl 


At 1 o'clock a closed carriage drove 


up to the drug store. Russell Sage, ac- 
compaied by two friends, got into it 
and drove away. Ha refused to speak 
of the accident, but one of the gentle- 
men said: "Mr. Sago's injuries are noti 
serious." Mr, Sage walked to the car- 
riage without assistance. Ilis hands 
wore bandaged. He had his high hat 
on, but although his face was blood- 
stained, it wore no bandages 


A telephone message at 4 o'clock an- 


nounces thai Mr. Sago is probably 
much worse hurt than was at first sup- 
posf d. It was necessary to carry him 
up the stairs to his door. No one is ad- 
mitted. 


At 1:80 o'clock Coroner Schultze, who 


had been notified by telephone, ar- 
rived on the scene of the explosion. 
He viewed the remains of the dead 
gathered up in the nut A few moments 
later he gave orders for their removal.

A DKEADFDL CRASH. 


Score of Workmen Burled Un- 


der Fallen Walls. 


MANY OP THEM KILLED OUTRIGHT, 


And Many Others Fatally Injured— 


The Bodies of the Dead So Crushed 


and 
Mutilated as 
to be 


Past Identification. 


ST. PAUL, Deo. 5.—The most horrible 


accident that ever occurred in St. Paul 
took place shortly after 1 o'clock, yes- 
torday, when the center wall of the 
west section of the Shepard building, 
recently occupied by Farwell, Ozman 
& Kirk, fell in, burying the workmen 
beneath the ruins 
There were sup- 


posed to have been fifteen men beneath 
the wall at the time it fell, and the ma- 
jority of them were killed or received 
injuries which will probably prove fa- 
tal. 


The patrol wagons of the city were 


nt once summoned and Chief Clark 
with Chief 
Jackson and Assistant 


Chief Martin made an attempt to or- 
ganize the laborers who were not under 
the wall and get them to work moving- 
the dead and injured. 
The men were 


wild with excitement, however, and it 
was a long* time before-more than half 
a dozen could be induced Logo to work. 
The others ran back and forth around 
the building, shouting-to each other and 
uttering imprecations against the eon- 
tractors, or stood gazing blankly on the 
ruin t. 


The group that went to work ia less 


than half un hour had taken out ten 
men, five of whom were killed and five 
njured, one so severely that the physi- 
cians at the ground stated that he 
could not live until he reached the hos- 
pital. By this time a larger gang had 
jeen put to work and the work of re- 
moving the debris went on rapidly. 


Finally, the contractor, Wilcox, was 


;aken out dead and mangled beyond 
recognition. Ilis head appeared to be 
mashed to a pulp. The wounded were 
;aken to tho City hospital in the patrol 
wagon and the dead, with the exception 
of one man, were laid out in the Great 
northern freight house. 


Hundreds of people, including many 


of the workmen, viewed tho remains, 
>ut no one was able to identify any of 
;he men. Finally, the name of one of 
.he dead laborers was ascertained to 
be Chris Larson. 
Later the foreman 


of the gang was about the building1, 
but was frantic with grief and excite- 
ment, and could not tell the names of 
any of the men, although he knew them 
,11, neither could he tell the exact 
number of men under the wall at the 
-ime it fell. 
The cause of the accident as far as 


can be learned was that the wall, which 
vas much weakened by the fire, be- 
came topbcavy when the large amount 
of debris was removed from the bot- 
om and fell of its own weight. The 
wall has been for some time conbidciccl 
langerous. 
It 
appeared firm, but 


hen it started it came down in a heap 
itlioutany warning, Tho excavations 


ibout the base have been carried on 
•cry rapidly and the greater part of tho 
.cbris had been removed. 
One of the men, supposod to have 


jeen a subcontractor, was taken onC in 
iis fur coat, nothing bxit his feet and 
e£s being- visible. Jlis head and body 
vcro crushed out of shape. There 
vcre men with all their limbs broken, 
aces bruised and crushed out of all 
emblance of humanity. Others were 
lot so badly mangled but had evidently 
jeen instantly killed. Of those who 
vcre wounded and taken to the hospi- 
tal only two were able to sit up in, the 
vagon. The greater number had to 
je taken on stretchers. There were no 
ro-ans or cries from the injured 
Not 


ie retained consciousness. 
Dr. Murphy took charge of the dead 
nd woundt'd, and the latter were cared 
3i* under his direction until 
they 


cached the hospital 
The majority of 


ho men were under the south side of 
lie wall, and here the heaviest part of 
he wall fell. Only two wore taken 
ut from the north side. 
The names of those talten to the city 
ospital are: Thomas Samatra, John 
Varnor, Frank Cither, and an unknown 
man who was brought in late and will 


ie. Samatra and Peters aro injured 
atally, but it is thought that Warner 
nd Cither will recover. 
At 2:45 p, m., two more of the men 
'ho were injured died, 
Building Inspector 
Johnston, said 


fter the accident: "I examined the 
alls after the fire and thought they 


vcre solid. I think tho removal of 
lie debris and excavation from the 
'ase together with the sudden change 
n temperature precipitated the fall."

EXPERIMENTAL WAR CRAFT. 


The Charleston Cigar Boat—She Met with 


• 2>laa»ter Again and Again—Crew After 


Crow Added to the GhaBtly Lint—Sho 
Went to the Bottom at La»t.

OB instances oj 
indh'idual daring 
of the sublimeat 
type we need not 
go farther than 
the pages of naval 
history of the civil 
war. Gushing, the 
crew of the Con- 
f e d e r a t e Al he- 
marle, the com- 
mander and men 
of the Confederate 


ram Arkansas, the Confederate boarders of 
the Underwriter in the North Carolina 
waters, the Union defenders of the Harriet 
Lane in Galveston harbor, the participants 
in the battle of Mobile—these and many 
others deserve to live in history, not alone 
for tee grand results accomplished, but 
l>ecause of their deeds of unexcelled brav- 
ery. The Confederates, being on tho de- 
fensive, and for that reason having ample 
Incentive to heroic outbursts, probably put 
on record more instances of individual dar- 
ing than did their antajzonists. They had 
the desperate end of the conflict to bear up. 
Unfortunately for history their records are 
sparse, survivors of tho hour liavo since 
passed away, and much is left to nnau- 
thenticated tradition. 


The story that follows, however, is true 


and it is substantiated in detail by records of 
undoubted truthfulness 
Seven men, five 


being seamen of the Confederate navy and 
one a captain of artillery and the other a 
lieutenant of infantry, volunteered for an 
enterprise that had been attempted five 
times and had met with disaster 
On 


three occasions all hands had perished, 
and on one other seven out of eight, and 
again six out of nine had met death. The 
hazardous business was nothing less than 
being confined in a submarine boat, ex- 
posed to a variety of dangers without oue 
possible way of escape in case of disaster. 
The time was 1804, the scene Charleston 
harbor during tho formidable .operations 
of the powerful Union army and navy. 


The waters were full of Union blockaders 


and every foot ot vantage ground around 
tho harbor was either occupied or besieged 
by Union troops. The port was blockaded 
almost effectually, and many daring at- 
tempts were made by the besieged to de- 
stroy Union vessels by infernal devices, 
The New Ironsides was attacked twice, tho 
second time receiving very serious damage. 
A companion vessel of the New Ironsides 
was the Housatonic, a noble new ship, ly- 
ing Iu North channel and completely block- 
ading that passage. If she could be re- 
moved by btealth scores of blockade running 
vessels could pass in and out in a night, 
giving comfort to the beleaguered army 
and people of South Carolina. 


The several experiments in destroying 


vessels by torpedoes that hud been made in 
the harbor pointed to the torpedo alloat as 
the proper method. The New Ironsides, 
which was so seriously damaged by a tor- 
pjdo boat, had once stood for an hour over 
a fixed torpedo of 3,000 pounds of powdei, 
but the wires connecting the torpedo with 
the shore would not work aud the gunboat 
floated away safely. Soon after the Iron- 
sides was successfully attacked (October, 
I860) a little boat was brought by rail from 
Mobile and accepted by the Confederate 
commander, Gen. Beauregard, for Charles- 
ton harbor. Beaiiregard was an engineer, 
a scientific fighter and belie\ed in skillful 
methods, and promptly accepted the new 
machine, although she came with a forbid- 
ding reputation. She was to plow the deep 
like a fish, but had no provision for storing 
air, and on an experimental trip in Mobile 
bay sunk and all her crew, eight men, were 
suffocated before they could be rescued. 
That was disaster number one. Lieut. 
Payne, of the navy, soon found a volunteer 
crew of eight men and took charge of her 
for a series of experiments in the harbor, 
which were tragic in the extreme, but 
which by the advancement of knowledge 
made amends for the dole of blood exacted. 


The new craft is known in history as the 


"cigar boat." She was made of boiler 
iron, was 80 feet long and 4 broad, with a 
vertical depth of 6 feet, approximately. 
Access was by two manholes covered by 
hinged caps having bull's eyes for steering 
purposes. While tho vessel lloated these 
caps were about a foot out of water. The 
propelling power was the hands of tho 
crew, operating on a shaft by means of 
cranks. On the exterior there were vanes 
or winits, thut could be adjusted at any 
angle by interior manipulation, aud when 
the boat was to move on even keel the vanes 
were kept level. To descend at an angle of 
10 degs. the vanes were fixed at that angle 
and the propeller put iu motion. The re- 
sistance ot tho water against the vanes 
caused tho bow to dip and tho boat to de- 
scend on an inclined plane, By reversing 
the vanes the opposite direction could be 
taken until surface was reached A tube 
of mercury told just how far under water 
uhe was at any time. 


The boat was designed to dive and pass 


under the war vessel it was intended to 
destroy and drag a torpedo after, to bo ex-

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ploded by violent contact with.the bottom 
of the vessel as soon as it touched the keel. 


Lieut. Payne and his crew of eight 


men were preparing the boat for an expe- 
dition one night and had her at the wharf 
near Fort Johnson when the wave of a 
passing steamer washed over her and 
swamped her. Payne escaped, but the 
crew were all drowned. She was raised 
and cleared of her dead and Payne secured 
another crew, and she went down In the 
•nine manner at Fort Sum tor wharf, Payne 
and two men escaping. It was plain that 
the cigar J>oat was simply a coffin. 


The craft had earned such a bad odor 


In Charleston harbor that it was decided 
to try her in new waters and she went to 
Jtone river, where several successful dives 
wen made. At last, however, she went 
down and did not come up, and after 
•earoh It woe found that she had got fast in 
the mud at the bottom and all on board 
had perished by suffocation. Once more 
ehe was raised, the dead removed—the 
fourth ghostly cargo from her iron bound 
bull—and she returned to the harbor. 


Every disaster to the boat had had some- 
thing about it that was held to be a warn- 
ing for the future, and a new crew went on 
board and resumed experiments. 
She 


dived beautifully, and, barring accidents, 
would carry a torpedo anywhere in the 
deep. One more accident led to a change 
of plan. For an experiment she dived un- 
der the Confederate receiving ship Indian 
Chief, fouled a cable and all of her crew 
perished. When she was recovered one 
Lieat. George B. Dizon, of the Twenty-first 


regiment, secured Gen. Beaure- 


the tenon* P»vid 


against the .aoosatcs!:. Beauregara snp 
ulated that she should be rigged as a 
torpedo boat on the surface of the water 
and not as a submarine device. He be- 
lieved that the water was too shallow in 
the harbor to admit of successful diving 
under a heavy ship. 


A spar was then set ou the bow having a 


torpedo that would explode by concussion 
with the object aimed at. The now method 
of operation may have seemed to lessen the 
danger, but in reality the boat had met 
disaster as often when on the surface as 
when submerged, and the chances of her 
riding the convulsive waves produced by a 
torpedo were very narrow. Yet, although 
some thirty men had perished iu her, Lieut. 
Dixon found a crew ready to volunteer 
•nd destroy the Housatonic. Five of the 
crew were men of the navy—Arnold Becker, 
James A. Wicks, P. Collins, 
Eidgway 


and 0. Simpkins. They were jollied by 
Capt. J. F. Curlsen, of the South Carolina 
artillery. 


The Housatonic was riding at anchor on 


the evening of Feb. 17, her officer of the 
deck, Master J. F. Crosby, pacing mechan- 
ically to and fro, scanning around as far ea 
the.darkness—it was 0 o'clock—would per 
mit. Suddenly ho saw about a hundred 
yards away what appeared to be a plank 
moving swiftly toward his ship. It was so 
strange that, anxious though he was, ho 
waited a short time before giving alarm 
over so contemptuous an object. Then ho 
sounded the cry, and all hands were called 
to quarters. But he was a few seconds too 
late. The little boat had sneaked along 
the beach the night before, and been hidden 
during the day not far from tho doomed 
vessel. Then in a twinkling she bad dart- 
ed out of hiding, eluded the lookouts, and 
even while th i cry was sounding through 
the ship Lieut. Dixon rushed upon her 
sides and fired the torpedo. 


He struck forward of the mainmast, and 


tho hole extended below the water line, 
sinking her in four minutes. Five men 
went down in her; the rest clung to the 
rigging and were rescued. But the 
"plank," as the Housatonic's officer called 
it, disappeared in the commotion of tho 
waters. The fate of the crew could only

be surmised. The boat hod set out secretly 
to destroy the Housatonic, but no one 
could tell the tale of her experience. 
There were other Davids in the waters, and 
hundreds of fixed and floating torpedoes 
in the channels. The men of the Housa- 
tonio could give no account of toe affair 
other than the shadowy "plank" story, but 
whether the plank wore an automaton, a 
fioatiug torpedo impelled by cog work, or 
the missing "cigar boat," no one knew. 
It had disappeared with tho vessel de- 
stroyed. 


After the war the secret came out; tho 


"cigar boat" hud justified her inventor. 
The wrecks o£ the harbor wore cleared by 
divers, and while exploring tho depths 
around tho Housutonic they found tho 
rusty iron machine partially buried in 
drifting debris about a hunured feet away 
from the hull of the man-of-war, her prow 
pointing toward it. Of course her daring 
crow Hod paid the penalty and were se- 
curely coffined inside. 
The Housatonic 


was one of the new war vessels. She was 
a screw sloop, mounting eleven guny, and 
had been in tho South Atlantic squadron 
since 1883. Her destruction was a warning 
to the whole fleet aud an encouragement 
also to the Confederates, who after this 
made several efforts, some of them suc- 
cessful. 


Notwithstanding the reality of this sub- 


marine engine, such boats are ut this data 
deemod chimerical, and popularly supposed 
to exist only in tho brains of cvazy invent- 
ors or the imagination of romancers. 
Jules Verne puzzled and amused the read- 
Ing world with dipt Nemo's, strange craft 
in his "Twenty Thousand Leagues Under 
the Sea." Gen. Lloyd Brice, in n recent 
satire on American defenselessness, brings 
into action a wonderful fish boat, invented 
and managed by an erratic shirt manufact- 
urer, as though no sane man of science 
would waste time on a scheme of that nat- 
ure. What has been considered a creation 
of fancy, how >ver, has been proven a fruit- 
ful reality, as in the case of this Charleston 
boat.

cigar shaped, and recently a Spanish naval 
officer constructed a boat over which he 
had dreamed for many years. The Spanish 
government thought so i\dl of tlie plan 
that the inventor, Lieut. Peral, was given

made several trips justifying the hopes of 
her projectors

The toi-peilobo.it had its mijjri in the 


civil war, and the Conietleraics developed 
it to a greate decree tliau diJ their adver- 
saries. Since thattimeull fusl class powers 
have been experimenting, but no b-itisfac- 
tory result has beeu rear-hod. There are at 
present boats of thiceor four huudrcd Uins 
armed with torpedoes, .small boats cairl/d 
upon war veLsels to bo lowered when In 
close quarters with the adversary, and a 
const torpedo boat, having its hull sub- 
merged. AH of thcbe aro liable to detec- 
tion and destructioa by the enemy. The 
situation calls for a noiseless, invisible en- 
gine that can work in nil weather and 
at any hour, day or night, as the Confed- 
erate David was intended to do. The prob- 
lem when solved will be by n submarine 
irai't not unlike the 111 fated one whose 
story is told here. But suroly no contriv- 
anas of this Character ever had more de- 
voted adherents, more venturesome and 
painstaking operators than the "cigar 
boat" of Charleston harbor.

Wire 1'incr Than H:Ur. 


\Vo are at "Work jnst no\v on some 


pretty small wiru. 
It is 1-uOOth uf an 


inch in diameter—liner than the hair on 
your head, a great deal. Ordinary fine 
wiro in drawn through stool plates, but 
that wouldn't do for this work, because 
if the hole wore away ever so little U 
would uiako the wire larger, and that 
would spoil the job. Instead, it is drawn 
through what is practically .1 hole ill a 
diamond, to which there is, of course, no 
wear. These diamond plates arc made 
by a woman in New York, who has a 
monopoly of the art in this country, 
Tho wire is then run through machinery, 
which winds it spirally with a layer of 
silk thread that is .0015 of an iuc'd in 
thickness—even finer than tho wire, you 
BOO. This wire is used in making the 
receiving instruments of ocean cables, 
tho galvanometers used in testing cables 
and measuring insulation of covered

A Spider's Hap 111 Work. 


"When the common geometrical spider 


has rnado tip its mind to spin a web, it 
commences operations by inclosing a cer- 
tain area with the foundation lines. To 
these radiating lines are fixed, generally 
about thirty in number, and all joining 
in the center ot tho snare. When the 
radii are finished tho spinner proceeds 
to weave tho concentric lines, stretching 
them from one radiating thread to an- 
other, and forming them oE tho silk 
thickly studded with viscous 
drops. 


Starting from tho center of the web, 
however, tho first few concentric threads 
are without this peculiarity, tlio reason 
being that tho spider likes to sometimes 
sit in the middlo of its web, and natural- 
ly docs not cave to bo incommoded with 
tho sticky matter which it prepares lor 
the special benefit of its prey. 


When tho snare is finished, a task 


which often does not occupy more than 
forty minutes in spito of the complicated 
nature o'f the work, tho spider weaves a 
cell in some secluded spot clone at hand, 
connecting it with the center of the web 
by means of a special thread. This, by 
its trembling, gives intimation of the 
capture of iiny insect in tlio web, and 
also forms a pathway by which the 
snugly ensconced spider is enabled to 
proceed on an investigating expedition.

however, tho first few concentric thread 
are without this peculiarity, the reaso 
being that the spider likes to sometime 
sit in tho middle of its web, and n.itura" 
ly docs not caro to bo incommoded wit 
tho sticky mat tr-r which it prepares t'o 
tho special benefit oE it 
1* iacy. 


"When tho hnaio 14 lunsheil, a 


which often clous not occupy moro thd 
forty minutes in spite of the complicated 
nature oE tho woik, tho spider weaves a 
cell in some secluded spot close at hand, 
connecting it with the center ol tho web 
by means of a special thread. This, by 
its trembling, gives intimation of tho 
capture ot any insect in tho web, and 
also forms a pathway by which the 
snugly ensconced spider is enabled to 
proceed on an investigating expedition.

Instead, it is drawn 
through what is practically a hole in a 
diamond, to which there is, of course, no 
wear. These diamond pUk«j arc made 
by a woman in. New York, who has a 
monopoly of the art in this country. 
Tho wiro is then run through machinery. 
which winds it spirally with a layer of 
silk thread that is .OOio of an inch in 
thickness—even finer than tho wire, you 
see. This wiro is used in making the 
receiving instruments of ocean cables, 
the galvanometers used in testing cabins 
and measuring insulation of covered 
wires.—Interview with a Manufacturer.

Madison County— Its Proflta In 


Wheat and LOBS in Fruit. 


EDWABDBVILLB, ILL , Nov. 27. 


DEOATUB REPUBLICAN :— This little city 


of 4,000 busy people, situated on the 
great Wabush railway, the main line of 
which it is connected witb a junction 
road of a mile's length, is the county seat 
of Madison, the banner wheat connty of 
Illinois this year, end the cenmr of one 
of the richest fruit belte in the north or 
west. 


Two other railways have bent..their 


way to reach the commerce of Edwards- 
ville— the 
Jacksonville 
8onthea«tern 


and the Toledo, St. Louis ana Kansas 
City. The town is reveling now in a gen- 
uine boom. It is a sort of hive of 
varied industries and factories. 
Not- 


withstanding the fact that large dona- 
tions in land and money have been made 
to companies, the citizens seem quite 
ready to induce other industries to come. 
The people nave quite a etiong friendli- 
ness, commercially, for Chicago, witb 
which they deal directly through the 
rapid trains of the Wabusb, whose oper- 
atives and capitalists have grown the 
suburb known as Leoluire, 800 strong. 
This company pursues the unique plan 
of the famous frenchman for whom the 
famous suburb is named, and is known 
as the N. 0. Nelson Manufacturing com- 
pany. It operates the making of sanitary 
goods, as they are called, each as bath 
tubs, wnter olosbts, etc., besides a steam 
press brick process, employing in all bom 
WO to 300 men, Every workman be- 
comes a stockholder in the concern to 
the extent of the vulue of his labor, and 
shares tae dividends of the business. The 
plan seems a novel one in this country, 
bnt ia quite satisfactory to the laborer, 
and so far profitable. Chicago is the 
great 
fruit market 
for this section. 


Apples on this road can be sent at 7 in 
the evening and are in the markets and 
on the tables of northern Illinois people 
next morning. Extending from the city 
environs 15 miles west to the Mar ley 
bluffs around Alton also m this county 
reaching up and down the river are 
the celebrated American bottoms. Three- 
flflbs of these lands, whose richness ia 
scarcely exaggerated by their name, are 
under cultivation, despite malaria and 
moisture. They yield a phenomenal pro- 
duct of wheat, potatoes and melons. The 
soil is a dark yellowish alluvium resting 
upon a deep substratum of blue clay 
beneath which is an exbuustleaa lake at 
wuter mi^ed with quicksand. These bot- 
toms, supposedly once the basin of a 
great lakejtnd the other coils also, are 
rich in the silicates that makes cereals 
grow. 


The Madison county wheat yield this 


year is 2,640,000 bushels being grown on 
120,000 acres, makee an average of 22 
bushels to the acre-. This quantity is aver 
400,000 more tflan the product of St. 
Ciuir, which itself, almost doubles the 
yield of six other great wheat counties, 
fxoduoing over a million bushels each. 
Figuring liberally on the coat of raising 
mid allowing $1 per bushel, the profits to 
Madison county wheat raisers this year 
will be, it any, but little short of a million 
dollars. 


In the attempt to grow wheat here, it 


is like cotton m many parts of the south, 
pushed so far as to retard other iielde of 
productiveness 


In these forest girt glens and yellow 


hills, the natural paradise of the apple 
and pear, may be seen orchard alter or- 
chard of lllshxped, untrimmed brushy. 
decaying seedlings of ahalfoentory smoo. 
Sorno of these orchards, the present 
Botisoo, were nearly barren, and hearing 
much complaint of failure as far KB Li tch- 
Beld and Mt. Olive, your correspondent 
exercised hi met If to ascertain 'the cause 
of the shortage.

That old fruit trees, 
like old animals, give out as poor in qual- 
ity as some of them are, has not, it seems, 
occurred to the improvident raisers of 
apples and pears; while to those who 
have matured modern varieties who have 
sp.'tiyed the blossoms, and who recognize 
that pruning is an art that every chims) 
laborer cannot perform, the idea, of any 
noticeable shortage this year has not 
occurred. 


The reputed failure has had nothing 


whatever to do with theexorbitantjiriaes 
of apples and peara in the Northern Illi- 
nois towns.

The cost of gathering,
